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In hierdie maand se uitgawe word die voorgestelde invoering van slap- 
bandboeke in die biblioteek ss eksperiment aangekondig. 

Dit mag u interesseer om te weet omtrent die agtergrond van die slap- 
bandpublikasies en die invoering daarvan in oorseese biblioteke. 

Die huidige aanvraag en aanbod vir slapbandboeke het in 1939 ontstaan 
en is afhanklik deur die massa-tipe uit- 
gawe oorheers. Die handige formaat het 

REDAKSIONEEL hulle algou gedurende die oorlog by sol- 
date gewild gemaak. Dit is betreklik 
Onlangs eers dat die beter tipe slap- 
bandboek, waarin klassieke werke en ,beter" gehalte werke verskyn het, 
op die mark gekom het. Die verhouding van laasgenoemde soort, teenoor 
die massasmaak-produkte verbeter. In 1955 is 39.9% nie-fiksie van hier- 
die soort gepubliseer en in 1959 het dit gestyg tot 484%. 

Die duurder reeks is veral by studente in groot aanvraag en daar word 
nou aandag geskenk aan die produksie van slapbandboeke vir skoolkinders. 

Hoeveel keer kan n slapbandboek inn biblioteek uitgereik word? Vol- 
gens verslae wissel dit van g tot 20 keer. n Eksperiment aan n Amerik- 
aanse Universiteit het onlangs getoon dat n slapbandboek n gemiddelde 
leeftyd van 5.36 uitreikings per titel het. Die vraag of hulle gekata- 
logiseer moet word al dan nie is op verskillende maniere opgelos. In 
sommige biblioteke word hulle die volle behandeling gegee soos enige 
ander boek. Ander weer het die prosessering en katalogisering tot n 
minimum beperk. 

Daar is gevind dat die sirkulasie van die ,moeiliker" boeke toegeneem 
het toe die slapbandboeke met hul ryklik versierde buiteblaaie bygekom 
het. In sommige gevalle is gevind dat die hardebanduitgawe nooit uit- 
geneem is nie, terwyl die slapbanduitgawe van dieselfde boek tot 6 keer 
per jaar uitgeneem is. 

Dit wil voorkom asof slapbandboeke gekom het om te bly en asof hul 
kwaliteit toeneen. 

Daar word selfs al die vraag gestel hoe lank dit sal duur voordat 
oorspronklike romans in slapbandformaat sal verskyn.

THE PROVINCIAL LIBRARY SERVICE 
BUYS THE NIENABER COLLECTION: 





Next year will be precisely the hundredth year since the first 
Afrikaans book was published. Since then approximately 14,000 books 
in this language have appeared, and one man in the space of over 30 
years during his lifetime, has collected most of these. This collect- 
ion by Professor Nienaber of Johannesburg, is said to be the most 
comprehensive of its kind in the Union. 

Additions have been made from lofts and basements, from places like 
Paarl, Wellington and Dal, from Boshof to Amsterdam. It has been 
collected through difficulties and with sacrifices, by bidding for 
expensive items at auction sales, and finally with the help of the 
Publishers once it became known. 

There is quite a story behind the acquisition of the collection by 
the Library Service. During April this year Professor Nienaber while 
visiting the Director, was asked if he would ever consider selling it. 
He then promised a first option if ever he had to do so. Later, when 
the Professors wife became ill, this offer materialised; unfortunate- 
ly while Mr. Friis was away in the Eastern Province. When he returned 
he found Professor Nienaber on 3 weeks leave and so contact was only 
made between them towards the end of July. 

By this time the collection had been offered to the Department of 
Education who were unable to buy it. Another offer had been made 
to the Johannesburg Public Library who only wanted to buy part of it. 

It has always been the Professor’ s main wish that the collection re- 
main under one roof as it has done at his home "Libricellae", so that 
is how finally Mr. Friis went to Johannesburg to supervise the buying 
and transport of the collection to Cape Town. [It will as far as pos- 
sible remain together and is to be temporarily housed in the South 
African Public Library in Cape Town, for three years. 

When asked if he is now going to stop collecting Afrikaans books, 
Professor Nienaber replied, "Never, it’s a disease that cannot be 
cured!" 

Every now and then he will send additions to be housed with the 
rest of his "old friends” in Cape Town. 

The first book he began with while a school child, was "Op die 
Plaae" by C.M. van den Heever that he bought with a 5/- present. He 
read the book right through by lamplight that night and that was the 
beginning. 

While he was a student in Amsterdam he found many valuable items 
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with the result that on his return he had to pay a months salary plus 
@ £10 loan to get the books from Port Elizabeth to Johannesburg! The 
book collectors mania infected him finally when, together with his 
brother Professor G.S. Nienaber and Dr. F.C.L. Bosman,he hunted for 
Africana in an attic in Dal Josafat. 

He knows every book in his collection and its history, as he would 
know that of an old friend. After he decided, in collaboration with 
his brother G.S. Nienaber, to write a literary history of the early 
Afrikaans period, he realised that one cannot do so without reading 
the books to be discussed. This spurred him on to make the collect- 
ion as unique as it stands today. 

In the collection are handwriting samples from the earliest writers 
such as Arnoldus Pannevis, C.P. Hoogenhout, M.H. Neser, F.W. Reitz, 
G.R. van Wielligh and B.R. Buys. The manuscript of Mooi Annie is 
there and so is that of Vlam van die Bantomberge by the Hobsons, and 
most valuable of all, is the original manuscript of, and letters con- 
nected with, the translation into Afrikaans of the Bible. Also there 
are the manuscripts of Arthur Fula’s Met Herbarming O Here and 
Spogduiwel by Lion Cachet. 

There are many full sets of the earliest magazines to appear such 
as Ons Klyntji, Ons Taal, De Goede Hoop and Die Brandwag. 

There are rare first editions of books and pamphlets such as 
C.P. Hoogenhout’s Geskiedenis van Josef (1873) the first Afrikaans 
novel Cathrina, die Dogter van die Advokaat, the first Afrikaans 
History Book, Die Geskiedenis van ons Land in die Taal van ons Volk 
(1877), the first published drama in Afrikaans, Magrita Prinsloo 
(1897), the almost unobtainable collection of poetry by Totius (1909) 
Verse van Potgieters Trek; a rarity such as the first example of 
Die Rivier by Jan Celliers; and Ons Weg Deur die W@reld by C.J. Lang- 
enhoven (1914), his first plays. printed in newspaper form. 

The most scarce books are from the period before 1935 when Afri- 
kaans book production was still small. professor Nienaber decided to 
limit the collection to Afrikaans books and no sacrifice was too 
great to bring the books from that early period up to date. 

We can count ourselves extremely lucky to be the owners of this 
fine collection.

GEBOORTE VAN 'N NUWE DEPOT

Dit is soms interessant om te weet hoe vind uitbreiding van die 
Biblioteekdiens nou eintlik plaas. Vroetr moes streek- en senior- 
bibliotekarisse rondgaan om belastingbetalers en stadsklerke te pro- 
beer oortuig van die voordele van die Diens. Dit was nie altyd baie 
maklik nie. 

Vandag het die Biblioteekdiens hom egter reeds self geadverteer en 
is toestande net die omgekeerde. Nou kom die leiers van die verskil- 
lende plaaslike gemeenskappe na die Biblioteekdiens om uit te vind 
hoe hulle kan aansluit. 

So herinner ek my n geval van n maand of wat gelede toe n Kleurling- 
onderwyser sy telefoonoproep met drie minute verleng het om sy dank- 
baarheid enduit betuig te kry toe ek hom verseker ek sal hom en ander 
belangstellendes besoek om die moontlikheid van aansluiting te be- 
spreek. Half ongelowig het hy vir laas gevra of ek nou werklik sou 
kon. 

Soms vind uitbreiding op n meer toevallige manier plaas. n Ruk ge- 
lede hou die Streekpersoneel van Mosselbaai iewers tussen Calitzdorp 
en Oudtshoorn stil om die volgende dag se program te bespreek en ter- 
selfdertyd n bietjie die litte te rek. 

Ek klim toe teen n koppie uit om n beter uitsig oor die vlakte te 
kry en kom n kleurlingseuntjie tet wat die vlaktes bespied op soek na 
sy pa se donkies, Die vlakte blyk toe redelik dig bewoon te wees en 
aangesien daar nog geen kleurling depotsin 6f Calitzdorp éf Ladi- 
smith se distrikte is nie, begin die idee daar by my posvat dat daar 
n moontlikheid is om die Kleurlingdiens in die betrokke gebied uit te 
brei. 

Omdat hy my na die leiers van die gemeenskap kon lei, begin ek toe 
n geselsie aanknoop wat soos volg verloop het: 

Ex: ,Gaan jy skool?" 

Hy: ,J@ meneer, ek is in std. 1." 

Ex: ,Het julle enige boeke om te lees?" 


Hy: ,J@ meneer, Meester ‘order’ vir ons boeke maar dis nie baie nie." 


Op die vraag waarvandaan ,Meester die boeke order" kon hy nie lig 
werp nie. Dit interesseer my toe om te weet dat, indien n depot ooit 
daar gestig word, watter tipe van leser daar kan wees en ek begin hom 
toe uitvra oor sy huis. 
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Die gesprek verloop soos volg: 

Ex: ,Wie betaal vir jou boeke op skool?" 

Hy: ,Pa, meneer," 

(Sy pa werk op n plaas en verdien ongeveer 6/- per dag.) 

Ex: ,Hoeveel kinders is julle?" 

Hy: ,Meneer ek het 4 getroude susters, n broer en nog n broer (en 
dan talm hy n rukkie) en nog n broer." 

Hy kon redelik vinnig antwoord op rekenkundige probleempies en dit 
het my laat besef dat n mens vandag geneig is om die kleurlingkind op 
die plaas te onderskat. 

Na afloop van ons gesprek het ek hom saamgenooi om te kom kyk hoe 
die boekwa binnekant lyk en aan hom verduidelik dat ons aan hulle 
boeke kan bring wat hulle self mag kom uitsoek. Die bestuurder het 
die liggies binnekant aangeslaan. Hy was asof betowerd. Op n vraag 
hoe dit vir hom lyk, het hy eenvoudig geantwoord: ,Meneer, dis da’ em 
mooi!" 

Dit was vir my duidelik dat die slag gelewer was. Hy sou sy ,mees- 
ter" oortuig veel gouer as wat ek dit sou kon doen. Nadat hy die 
adres van die Streekkantoor ontvang het, is hy daar weg. 

Met ons aankoms op kantoor na afloop van die toer, was ,Meester" se 
brief daar. 





FILMVERTONING VIR KINDERS

Baie ouers in ons gemeenskap van ongeveer 18,000 blankes, kla ge- 
durig oor die lae standaard van films wat plaaslik vertoon word in 
ons bioskope. Hulle is veral besorgd oor die effek wat hierdie soort 
vermaak en ontspanning op ons jeug het. 

Ons biblioteek, in ongelukkige teenstelling met ander biblioteke in 
Kaapland, kan nog nie spog met n pragtige nuwe, en veral funksionele 
gebou wat ook n filmlokaal het nie. Ek het egter besluit dat ek tog 
as n eksperiment n filmvertoning vir kinders wil retl: daar is dan 
sulke oulike films op die filmlys van die Biblioteekdiens. Daar is 
toe gere#l om n sylokaal van die Stadsaal, nie ver van die biblioteek 
af nie, te gebruik. 

Hoe soiets gere#l word? Dis maklik. Die biblioteek moet elke 
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moontlike kanaal van publisiteit ten volle benut. Ons het twee 
plaaslike koerantjies wat albei weekliks verskyn en maar te gretig is 
om nuusbrokkies te kry, en dan is daar nog die §.A.U.K. Streeknuus- 
diens, en die Port Elizabethse dagblaaie. Die inligting omtrent ons 
beplande filmvertoning is sowat n week voor die tyd aan hulle ver- 
strek. Die oggend van die bepaalde dag, skakel ons die laerskole 
sodat hulle n kennisgewing by die klaskamers kan omstuur. 

Die vertoning is vir die middag om vier uur geadverteer. Om half- 
vier skakel die opsigter van die Stadsaal my. 

nJUffrou", s@ hy, ,jou saaltjie is vol". 

wVYol stoele?", vra ek, want ek moes hom die oggend vra om te re®l 
dat die nodige stoele reggesit is. 

wNee a, juffrou, vol kinders!" kom die antwoord. 

Toe ek en een van die kinderbiblioteek-assistente n paar minute 
later daar kom, sit die kinders ingeryg op al die stoele, die vloer 
is al toegesit, baie soek nog plek en meer daag nog elke oomblik op! 

Gou besluit ek om dadelik te begin en twee vertonings te hou. 

Dit het ons n paar minute geneem om die krioelende kleinspan tot 
bedaring te bring. Een seun vra ,Tannie, gaan dit * comics’ wees?", 

Die eerste film is die alombekende ,Cinderella". Die boeke wat in 
die kinderbiblioteek is word omhooggehou sodat almal kan sien. Die 
film word vertoon en ongeveer 250 gesiggies se uitdrukkings wissel 
van herkenning, ge-amuseerdheid, opwinding, en pure plesier vir die 
duur van die film. 

Die volgende film is ,The cock and the little hen", wat heel dui- 
delik met eweveel genot ontvang is deur die kindergehoor. 

N4& dié film word aan die kinders ges@ dat dit al is vir vandag. 
Toe ek op n antwoord aandui dat n ander film aan die tweede gmwep 
vertoon wou word kon selfs soebat en mooipraat hulle nie uitkry 
nie. Slegs deur te belowe dat daar in die toekoms weer sulke ver- 
tonings geretl sou word, kon ons die saal leegkry. 

Dit het ook nie lank geneem nie of die lokaal sit weereens volge- 
pak met n ewe entoesiastiese gehoor. 

Die eerste film is ,Die Gestewelde Kat", oftewel ,Puss in Boots". 
Ek vra hoeveel ken die storie, enn hele klompie steel hande op. 
Toe ek egter begin om die storie te vertel word ek deur n byna ver- 
ontwaardigde gehoor stilgemaak - hulle ken dan die storie, en wil net 
Bien. Dit het beslis geen ,siener" nodig gehad om vas te stel dat 
die gehoor elke oomblik van die film terdet® geniet het nie. 

Om mee af te sluit moes ons toe maar weer vir ,Cinderella" vertoon. 
Soveel vir ons ,eksperiment"! Of daar in die toekoms weer film- 
vertonings vir kinders gehou sal word is nie die vraag nie, maar wel, 

waar en hoe kan ons n moontlik vergrote gehoor inpas!

BIBLIOTEEK 
OUDTSHOORN

Die Openbare Biblioteek te Oudtshoorn het die afgelope paar maande 
steeds vooruitgang gemaak. Die oorspronklike ledetal voor aansluit- 
ing by die Biblioteekdiens was ongeveer 400. Nou is dit reeds meer 
as 3,000 en volgens mev. Mary Kleinschmidt, die hoofbibliotekaresse, 
registreer daar daagliks nog ongeveer ses lede. 

Om die vooruitgang van die biblioteek beter te illustreer is dit 
miskien die beste om gegewens in tabelvorm aan te gee. Die biblio- 
teek is op 19 Maart vanjaar geopen en het die volgende vordering ge- 
maak: 


Ledetal Boek sirkulasie 
Maart 1, 663 5, 989 
April 2,177 12, 195 
Mei 2, 446 13, 099 
Junie 2, 624 13, 361 
Julie 2, 783 12,091 
Augustus 2,903 13, 369 
September 3, 005 12, 754 


Die leser sal merk dat, hoewel die ledetal steeds vermeerder het, 
die boeksirkulasie nie met dieselfde verhouding vermeerder het nie en 
selfs party maande effens verminder het. Hiervoor is daar twee 
redes: Ten eerste was die biblioteek n nuwigheid met so baie nuvwe 
boeke dat die lesers moes ,fees vier". Veral die kinders het skyn- 
baar probeer om in die kortste tyd soveel boeke moontlik gelees te 
kry. Dit is te wyte aan die feit dat daar onder die ou stelsel nie 
voorsiening vir hulle gemaak was nie. 

Ten tweede is dit n algemene neiging in hierdie streek (by alle 
openbare biblioteke en depots) om sekere maande van die jaar n defi- 
nitiewe afname en ander maande weer n toename in die boeksirkulasie 
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te toon - n verskynsel wat verband met die seisoene het. 

Die ledetal vorm nou 33.3% van Oudtshoorn se totale blanke bevolk- 
ing en lede lees gemiddeld meer as n boek per week, om meer presies 
te wees - n boek elke § dae. 

Filmvertonings is popul@r en die populariteit daarvan neem toe as 
gevolg van die publisiteit wat dit in die ,Oudtshoorn Courant" geniet. 
Die kinders maak veral baie goed gebruik van die filmvertonings en 
die bywoning wissel van 80 tot 180 kinders per vertoning. Vanaf 
Maart tot Augustus was daar 7 filmvertonings en twee spellesings deur 
besoekende liggame. 

Baie min boeke word beskadig. Boetegeld wat gevorder word op boeke 
waarvan die leenperiode al verval het, is n goeie bron van inkomste 
vir die biblioteek. Die bedrag wat op hierdie manier ingevorder 
word, wissel van £10 tot £15 per maand. Uitstallings in die biblio- 
teek word dikwels afgewissel en is altyd baie oorspronklik. 

Die manier waarop mev. Mary Kleinschmidt en haar twee assistentes, 
mev. A. Knott-Craig en mej. E. Kuys, die biblioteek hanteer, verdien 
groot lof. pit is duidelik dat hulle besef dat die pligte van n 
bibliotekaris nie net uit ,boeke uitdeel" bestaan nie. 

Dit het al in ons openbare biblioteke gebeur dat, na die opening 
onder die nuwe stelsel, die biblioteek in n mate verval en sy aan- 
treklike voorkoms verloor wat dit tydens die opening gehad het. Dit 
kan beslis nie van Oudtshoorn se biblioteek ges@ word nie. 

Die kinderafdeling is ook baie aantreklik. Prentestroke versier 
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die mure en by die ingang staan daar n mooi blou waskommetjie, seep 
en n skoon handdoek waarmee kinders eers hulle hande kan was sodat 
hulle nie vingermerke laat in die nuwe skoon jeugboeke nie. Dit is 
ongetwyfeld n maatreél met diepgaande voordele. Op die manier word 
die kinders, wat die volwassenes van die toekoms is, geleer om boeke 
met ,respek" te behandel en sodoende word die leeftyd van die boeke 
weer verleng. 

Lank voor die kinderafdeling namiddae oopgaan, wag die kinders al 
voor die deur. Hulle verseker my dat hulle baie in hulle skik is met 
die jeugafdeling en een dogtertjie met meer vrymoedigheid het gees- 
driftig bygevoeg: ,O0om, ek vat altyd n Fritz Deelman. 0 oom, hy’s 
mooi!" Wat presies sy bedoel het met ,hy’s mooi" is nie heeltemal 
duidelik nie, (Fritz se foto was op die stofomslag) maar ek dink die 
keurders van jeugboeke kan van hierdie dogtertjie se mening kennis 
neem aangesien hulle, as ek reg onthou, nie haar geesdrif oor Fritz 
Deelman deel nie. 

Die biblioteek word dikwels deur vreemdelinge of persone wat belang- 
stel in die Biblioteekdiens besoek. Selfs besoekers uit Kaapstad was 
baie gunstig beindruk. 


EXPERIMENT WITH PAPERBACKS: 


As paperbacks are featuring more and more prominently in the book 
trade, our book selection committee has decided to experiment with 
them in some of our libraries. They will be bound and will be fully 
processed and catalogued. 

It has been found that the gay jackets, convenient size, and gen- 
eral informality of paperbacks encourage readers to take out books 
which in more solemn format, might be thought too "heavy". 

Display of these books counts for a great deal. We recommend that 
librarians experiment by spreading them out on a table, or on display 
shelves, so that the jackets and not the spines are visible. 

May we please have comments from regional librarians with regard to 
the number of issuesthat these specially bound volumes can stand? 
Any information about their resistance to wear and tear will be ap- 
preciated. 

Please also let us know which types of paperbacks seem most popular 
and which subjects you think we should stress. Do you think we 
should buy fiction in this format too? In fact is it worthwhile sup- 
planting some of our other books with these? 

We are starting on a small scale and will be guided by your com- 
ments and those of the borrowers. 
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NEW HEAD OFFICES: 


The new building for the Lib- 
rary Service is to be put up in 
Prestwick Street, Cape Town. Ten- 
ders are being sought in January 
and it is hoped that building op- 
erations will start in March or 
April next year. 

Some interesting new innova- 
tions for example, book lifts and 
compact book stacks, will be in- 
corporated in the new building. 
It is planned to house Malmesbury 
Cape Town, Stellenbosch and Rob- 
ertson regions as well as the 
Head Offices, 


MONTAGU: 


After a meeting attended by mr. 
Friis on Monday 7th November, it 
was decided by the Town Council 
that the library will affiliate 
to the Library Service. [t will 
be moved to new premises which 
are to be suitably altered. 
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NEWS) 


PLAY~ READINGS: 


From the 9th to 2ist January, 
National Theatre are due to tour 
the Northern Cape for library 
play-readings. Two one act plays 
by Chekov are to be presented, 
» The Proposal" and ,The Bear". 
The latter has been translated 
as "Die Beer". 

The second projected tour of 
the Bastern Province has been 
planned for 6th to isth February. 


BOOKS IN SCHOOLS: 


There are at present 234, 422 
books supplied by the Library 
Service in the 689 schools that 
have affiliated. This is from a 
potential of 2,400 schools. 


COLOUR PILM: 


The Provincial Library Film 
will soon be ready. The Director 
and a staff member recently 
helped with the final editing in 





Pretoria. It has a sound-track 
in English and Afrikaans and runs 
for 16 minutes. It has been pro- 
duced by State Film Productions, 
Pretoria. A wide audience will 
have the opportunity of seeing 
this colour film which will be 
shown to members of the public as 
well. 

Although it is at present on 
16mm. film, it is hoped that it 
will also be available on 35mm.

NEW DEPOT: 


A new depot has been opened at 
Temperance Township in Gordons 
Bay. 

This depot had an unusual start. 
Mrs. Burton, Chairman of the 
Nursing Association’ s Coloured 
Clinic, noticed that children 
were continually visiting the 
Clinic with imaginary illnesses. 
It was only then that she realis- 
ed that they were coming in order 
to read the magazines in the wait- 
ing room. 

She decided to offer a disused 
room to the community for use as 
a library. A committee was form- 
ed and the members enthusiastic- 
ally busied themselves painting 
it, making curtains and even hand- 
decorating the pelmets above the 
windows. A handigas cylinder 
solved the problem of lighting 
the room in the evenings.

CLASSIFICATION OF BIOGRAPHY 


Merrill rule 320(3) is followed. 

Biography is partly kept together (at 920) and partly distributed 
through the classification by subject. 

The following extract clarifies the principle: 

"If the biographee is identified with any movement or subject in- 
portant in itself, class with that topic, leaving in the general 
Class Biography, only biographies of manysided people who are of no 
special subject interest for one subject above another, or biogra- 
phies whose interest lies only in the appeal of the personal narra- 
tive." (Pettee) 

When 920 is used the full surname of the biographee is used after 
the classification number on all cards, but only the first 3 letters 
of the surname are marked on the spine of the book. 

When the subject is preferred biography is shown in two ways: 

(1) at broad subject numbers (usually only 3 figure classification 
numbers) by the common form sub-division .092. The first three let- 
ters of the name of the biographee are used as author mark. The 
author mark A-Z is used for collective biography. 

e.g. 020.92, 226.092, 340.92, 610.92, 780.92, 792.092 





(2) at subject subdivisions where the use of .092 would make too long 
a number, or at broader numbers where it would separate biographies 
from books by the biographee, a B is suffixed to the classification 
number. The biographee’s surname is again used as author mark, A-Z 
being used for collective biography. 

e.g. 192B, 235. 2B, 391.917B, 724.9B, 791.4B, 791.82B, 792. 8B, 
796B, 811B, 942B. 
(3) When both personal and subject interests are of minor importance, 
as in reminiscences of a humorous nature, biography may be classed at 
828. 914B. 

The B is not a filing item, being used purely to show up biograph- 
ies classed by subject. 

There are also particular forms of biographical material which 
necessitate special treatment: 
(1) Biographical dictionaries, 
(a) When these are general in coverage they are classed at 920. 3. 
The author s name is used as author mark. 
(b) Subject biographical dictionaries are classed at the broadest 
subject number followed by .092 with the author mark A-Z. 
(c) National biographical dictionaries are classed at 920.4 - .99, 
divided like 940 - 999 with the first three letters of the authors 
name as author mark. 
(2) Collective biographies. 
(@) General collective biographies are classed at 920 A-Z. 
(b) Collective biographies of a specific country are classed at 920.4 
-.9. The author’ s name is used as author mark.
